I EBT Update

Kentucky’s Online EBT System Visit

Last week the state WIC EBT team visited Kentucky’s online EBT system. As with the other visits to
Texas and Michigan, staff had the opportunity to speak with state staff, visit a local WIC clinic, and use
the EBT card at local retailers. Again, all comments regarding EBT were very positive. The receipt
toward the end of the document shows items redeemed using Kentucky’s EBT card. In this example, all
benefits were redeemed on that card for that month as indicated by the zero balance at the bottom. With
this transaction, cash was used to pay for the amount that was over the balance available on the CVV. The
F to the right of the prices indicates the product is eligible on the Supplemental Nutrition Assistance
Program (SNAP) and the W indicates the product is WIC eligible.
